“Demetrius Phalerius, the most distinguished 
among all the literary persons of this name, He 
Was at once an orator, a statesman, a philosopher 
anda poet, His surname Phalerius is given him 
from his birth-place, the Attic demos of Phalerus, 
where he was born about B, C 345, He wis the 
son of Phanostratus, a man without rank or prop: 


highest ‘honors at Athens through his great nat- 
ural powers and his perseverance, Me was edu: 
ated, together with- the poet Menander, in the 
School of Theophrastus, -He began his publie 
career about D. G. 825, at the time of the disputes 
respecting Harpolus, and soon ‘acquired n great 
reputation by tho. talent. he displayed. in. public 
speaking, Te belonged to the party of Phocian ; 
and as he acted completely in the spirit. of that 
statesman, Cassander, after the death of Phocian 
in B. C, 317, placed Demetrius nt the head of tho

kingdom, During his stay. at Alexandrine de- 
vote himself mainly to literary ‘pursuits, ever 
cherishing-the recollections of his own: country, 
The suecessor of Ptolemy Lazi, however, was hos: 
tile towards: Demetrius, probably for haying ad- 
vised his father to appoint: another of his sons as 
his Kuecesaor ; and Demetrius wassent into exile 
to Upper Egypt, where he is said to have died of 
the bite of n make. His death appears to have 
taken place soon after about the year D, C, 283." 

^ [It will tifus be seen that history does not. re- 
cord thé‘fuct that Demetrius was really the acting 
king of Vgypt, as the communication alleges, but 
that he was authorized by Ptolemy Lagi to revise 
the laws of his kingdom, — 1t is doubtless true that 
he was practically the ruler.of Egypt as he states, 
The ramé author says of Demetring: "Mis nu- 
merous writings, the greater part, of. whieh ho 
probably composed during his residence in Egypt, 
embraced subjecta of various kinds, and the list 
givenof them by Diogenes Laertius shows that he 
wasn man of the most extensive acquirements, 
These works, which were partly historical, partly 
poetical, partly philosophical, and partly practical, 
haveall perished.”

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Rome in my day was a worship of the spirits of 
just'and good men.

As a spirit I believe that my 
most effective discourses were given by me under 
spirit control; and I think I may‘positively say 
that all the ancients who succeeded in ingeribing 
their names on the tablets of fame, were inspired 
by spirits. But, although the kinds of worship 
| that prevailed in my day were not exactly what 
they ought to have been, with the knowledge that 
then existed, it was far better than the religions 
į that came after my time. All the benetits that 
| humanity have received were thought out and ex- 
isted in the spirit world. before they were poured 
out upon this. planet, refre Tyo I. wish to say 
that there is no religion that. was ever taught by 
man, that is absolutely true or absolutely false. 
They all contain something of the kernel of truth, 
but it would have been far better for mankin 
had none of them ever existed at all All you 
want is apen communion with the spirit world, 
through mediums, to enlighten yoi as to deity, 
morality and the worship at the fountain of living - 
‘truth. When here DL saw what ] have stated only 
divinely, and only in moments of inspiration, I 
did not come here to-day to trouble myself about 
defunct religións and now dying superstitions.
